that Mr Thorneyeroft, in 
his speech, made particular 
reference lo the faet that 
any eauning of Grade restric:

Wherefore, 
McCarthy once again os 
guilty of no ywross distortion 
of faety und his tirade 
before the Senate cannot 
even rank us nn interpreta- 
tion of the Thorneyecrott 
stutement. 


T° the British peuple Senator 
McCarthy is so obviously 
malign that there iy no 
danger of his posturings 
und travesties being taken 
seriously, In the United 
States itis different. He is 
capable of deluding a lot of 
people and of successfully 
besamirching the good name 
of the British Government. °* 
Yo that extent he is a 
menace. He is also a growing 
source of embarrassment to 
his own Administration, The 
Thorneycroft statement 
which McCarthy has twisted 
out of all recognition was 
the product of a series of 
official meetings between 
British, American and 
French government repre- 
sentatives, Thoso meetings 
were held for the express 
purpose of exploring the 
posalbility of revising 
Western trade policies vis- 
a-vis Russia and the Com- 
munist countries in 
Europe. Moreover they 
xesulted in an amicable 
agreement. Senator 
McCarthy ignores all this in 
his determination to 
reiterate his  anti-British 
feelings, but in so doing he 
also, by implication, blasts 
his own Republican 
Administration. London can 
afford to shrug off the 
Senator's hostility, but not 
so Washington, McCarthy’s 
implication is that the US 
Administration has 
connived in a treacherous 
British plan to sell war 
weapona to Communist 
Chinn. Well might Mr 
Harold Stassen describe the 
Senator's criticism = —s as. 
“fantastic, unbelievable and 
untrue,” but it is unlikely 
even this reaction fully 
represents the Administrn- 
tion's” feelings about the 
McCarthy. _ tirade. The 
voluble and itruth-deriding 
Senator may discover before 
‘long that he has beon dig- 
ging his own political grave.

Hundreds of women march-

When the mob ignored an 
order to disperse in mid- 
afternoon, the police moved in.

For Cancer Detection 


New York, May 20. 


Quick and easy cancer detection by radar may 
be just around the corner, scientists said today. 
Scientists conducting a gpecial study said that 


echoes of high frequency 


sound told the difference 


between malignant and benign tumours 38 times 


out of 41. 


The selentists sald, with cus- 
tomary caution, that the radar 
“echo” process “made possible 
the eurly detection dnd diagnosis 
of — drregularities of tissue 
structure,” 

They limited themselves, Cor 
the Ume being, to the  Initlal 
slages of cancers of the breast, 
the upper and lower gustr 
intestinal tract, the — ulerine 
cervix and the prostate gland 
These locations are accessible to 
probing echoes of high frequency 
sound, 

Dr J.J, Wild and Jolin M, Reid, 
of the University of Minnesota 
und St Barnabas Hospital, 
Minneapolis, tried thelr ap- 
paratus und refined techniques 
on 41 women with  brenst- 
lumps, The echoes indicated 
20 of the tumours) were malig- 


; nant and 21 were benign. 


THREE “MISSES” 


Subsequent labcratory exam- 
inallons = af the actual tlasue 
confirmed the echoes in 19 of 
the 20 and 19 of the 21. 

The reasons for the three 
“misses” were apparent and 
had nothing te do with radar 
{allure, the sclentists said. 

Their studies indicated that 
non-malignant or benign tumours 
returned smaller echoes than 
surtouniing normal tissue, and 
maltynant turnvurs returned 
larger ones, 

They strevsed that the tumours 
were known tou exist before the 
radar testing ang “no specific 
attempt has yet been made to 
detect” unsuspected cancer, 


MORE STUDY NEEDED 

However, they have construct- 
ed instruments for studics of 
uccessible internal body sites 
and these studies “will be re- 
ported on, together with xcsults, 
in due cuurse.” 

They added = that some 
“developmental work" will be 
necessary before the techniques 
can be applicd to cancer de- 
tection, they said. 

“A great deak of acoustic and 
electronic development will bo 
recessary to determine whether 
very small concentrations of 
abnormal tissue” Inside the body 
can be detected from the outside 
by radar, they said. 

However, they definitely did 
not preclude the possibility in 
thelr roport in the technical 
journo) + “Cancer Research” 
when they sald, "Such detection 
of very small abnormalities will 
make practical examination of 
patients on o muss basis."

The six 
men who qualified for the final, 
with thelr Heat times, were 
Kanji Akagi (Japan) 40.0, 
Joginder Singh (Indian) 49.8, 
Chen Ying-long (China) 49.6, 
Ivan Jacob (Indin) 49.6, J.B. 
Joseph (india) 49.7 and Nobuaki 
Matsuno Japan) 61.2. 

The Filpino crowd was 
quite stunned after all this, 
having lost in the heats two of 
their brightest hopes for Aslan 
Game: medals, Pablo Sublingo 
(who has done 49.7) and

HEARD A SHOUT 


On tho day of the alleged 
murder, Tang Ling met tho ac- 
cused on hls way home. He 
heard quarreling again and 
heard accused swearing for 
about 10 minutes. Tang then 
heard o shout ond as he went 
into the hut, ho found the body 
of tho accused’s mother lying on 
the ground, apparently dead. 

Dr T. C, Pang, Police sur- 
geon, would testify that there 
were cight wounds on the 
deceased's body, the two most 
severe ones being on the back 
of the heas, 

Following the discovery, the 
Police were called and searched 
for the accused without success. 
However, on March 13, a vil- 
lager, Mok King-chol, found 
the accused hidden in some 
bushes in Mok Ka Cheung 
Village, The accused beckoned 
to him and Mok asked if ac- 
cused had killed his mother, 
The accused allegedly replied 
in the affirmative and when 
asked why he did It, ho replicd, 
“Because of a quarre!.”
